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Austria 
wants to 
extradite 
terrorists 


‘The pro-Palestinian terrorists who 
seized 11 αν oll ministers in 
Vienna on Sunday released their re- 
maining hostages yesterday and sur- 
rendered to Algerian authoritles. 

In Vienna the Austrian authorities 
took steps towards the extradition 
of the terrorists when the Vienna 
Provincial court tssued warrants for 
the arrest of the five men and one 
woman. 

A. report from Algiers said that 
ali the hostages and the Austrian 
crew of the airliner the terrorists 
used to criss-cross the Arab world 
were well. 

Just 11 hours after leaving Al- 
giers on what was to be an unpre- 
cedented city-hopping tour of Mid- 
die East capitals, the Austrian air- 
liner with terrorists and hostages 
returned to Algiers after It became 
clear that strong hostility to the 
fight existed in the Arab world. 

The end of the odyssey, taking 
Place shortly after dawn and before 
only a handful of witnesses, was 
far removed from the more spec- 
tacular earlier highlights of the af- 
fair, which began when the hitherto 
unknown “Arm of the Arab Revo- 
lution" group stormed the Vienna 
headquarters of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), Killing three persons and 
injuring at least one other. One of 
the terrorists was shot in the 
stomach, ‘but after treatment in 
Vienna was allowed to fly with the 
rest of the 

Eleven ministers of Opec coun- 
tries were taken hostage on the 
plane. The terrorists freed five of 
the ministers in Algiers on Monday 
before ordering the DC-9 provided 
by the Austrian government to Tri- 
poll, in Libya. 

In Tripoli, another two ministers 
plus a number of Opec officials 
were freed before the terrorists set 
out for Tunis. 

Still holding four ministers, the 
five terrorists returned to Algiers 
because Tunisian officials refused 
to let them land. 

The hostages released in Algiers 
yesterday included the Saudi Ara- 


. bian Ol Minister, Sheikh Ahmed Za- 


id Yamant, Iranian Interior Minister 
Jamshid Amouzegar, Iragi Oii Min- 
ister Tayeh Abdel Karim and Ku- 
waiti Oil Minister Abdul Muttaleb 
al Kazemi. 

The ministers from Algeria; Ecua- 
dor, Indonesia, Gabon, Libya, Ni- 
geria and Venezuela were released 
earlier.

Receiving Gazit's credentials at 
the Elysee -Palace here, the head 
of state reaffirmed Israel's right to 
sgefe, recognized and guaranteed 
borders. But he made a point of 
stressing the right “of the Pales- 
tinjan people to have a country of

Gazit was received between the 
new ambassadors of Libya and 
Chad who were also among seven 
envoys who presented their creden- 
tials to the President. 

Giscard d'Estaing implicitly re- 
jected the viewpoint expressed by 
Gazit, who aaid: “The framework 
and means toward ἃ settlement 
should be negotiated between Israel 
and the Arab countries.” 

‘The President rep!led: “This global 
peace, which some people 
reject under the pretext that It is 
utopian, seems to me to be within

Make parents pay for their - 
dren’s education in the ninth grade, 
for a two-year period, came under 
heavy attack in the Knesset Hduca- 
tion Committee yesterday. 

(Under the Compulsory Education 
Law, free education privileges can- 

mot be changed without the ap- 
proval of that Knesset body.) 

The chairman of the committee, 
Avraham Katz, said that if ninth- 
grade education were no longer 
free, parents who did not take 
Behooling for their children very 
seriously would refuse to 
pay school fees even Hf they could 
afford it. As a result, he said, 
boys and girls would be out on the 
streets, instead of in the class- 
room. 


Katz suggested that money could 
be saved by arranging fewer re- 
fresher courses for teachers and by 
shortening the high school week by 
a few hours. The arts and sport 
could manage with smaller subsi- 
dies, he believed. 

The school meals scheme should 
be ‘tanded over to the National 
Insurance Institute, Katz seid, add- 
ing that the Ministry of Education 
“had not taken the scheme seriously 
so far.” 

Haviv Shimoni said he would pre- 
fer the school meals project to be 
closed down rather than to abolish 
free ninth-grade education. . Money 
could always be found from other 
sources for school meals, Shimoni 
believed. In any case the extra cost 
of school meals would not make any 
real difference in family expendi- 
tures. 


Tamir still fighting 


new income tax form

The battle over the impending 
“Yeli-It-All-to-the-Taxman” form 
continued fi the Enesset yesterday, 
as Likud (Free Centre) MK Shmuel 
Tamir renewed his efforts to have 
the House debate it. 

On Monday the Knesset Presi- 
dium rejected Tamir’s request that 
an urgent item to the agenda be 
raised concerning “the Treasury's 
plan to force every citizen to re- 
port every asset, even his electric 
refrigerator, all gifts he receives or 
gives during the year, and even 
how much he pays the babysitter.” 

Angered by the Presidium’s re- 
jection, Tamir appealed to the 
House Committee to overrule the 
rejection. The appeal was passed on 
to the Presidium yesterday morn- 
ing, but was again turned down 


when Speaker Yisrael Yeshayahu 
announced that Cabinet Secretary 
Gershon Avner has denied the 
essence of Tamir’s charges. 

“A short while later,” Tamir told 
The Jerusalem Post last night, “Tt 
ran into Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Moshe Neudorfer in the cor- 
ridor, I asked him about the as- 
set reporting form, and he confirmed 
that it is already being prepared.” 

According to Tamir, the only 
qualification Neudorfer made was 
that the title of the new form would 
not be “Report on Taxpayer's 
Standerd of Living” but “Report 
on Movement of Capital.” 


Tamir says requiring citizens to. 


report on everything, even home 
furnishings, constitutes a 
gerous and absurd invasion of 
privacy that will not help In the 
least to raise tax revenues.”

Israel ‘satisfied’ with 
visit by Bielka

Israeli officials are broadly satis- 
fied with Austrian Foreign Minister 
Erich Bielka’s official visit here 
which ends today. Bielka and his 
aides were given a thorough ex- 
position of Israel’s current thinking, 
aod they expressed themselves in 
mainly sympathetic terms, accord.

The State Comptroller in a report 
on Kiryat Motzkin, issued this 
week, finds Uttle amiss with the 
way the town in the Haifa bay- 
side area ig being run. 

The report concludes: ‘The Kir- 
yat Motzkin Local Council pro- 
vides a proper amount of services, 
During the period covered by the 
report the council did a great 
deal to improve and expand its 
services to its residents, while at 
the same time absorbing immi- 
grants. Most of the shortcomings 
found by the Comptroller's office 
were corrected in the course of 
the investigation itself." 

Among the few critical points 
in the report is one that a sampl- 
ing of 30 welfare files showed that 
eight lacked documentation on 
house visits and on any decision 
as to what kind of help had been 
decided on. It was also found that 
the council’s welfare office had in 
a few instances given less support 
than the minimum established by 
the Ministry of Welfare. In one 
case the difference was as great 
as 400. 

It was established that these 
were bookkeeping errors, and the 
full payments were made good.

Unikovsky, who is in charge of 
the city building portfolio, told the 
press yesterday that there was no 
reason why the canal should not be 
used for a shelter in the eight 
rainiess months of the year. About 
3,000 people could take shelter in 
times of emergency.

Argentina renews its battle to 


get the Falkland Islands back 


By JAMES NEILSON 
BUENOS AIRES. — Argentina’s 
annual United Nations campaign to 
prise the Falkland Islands from 
Britain was featured at the recently- 
‘concluded General Assembly with a 
powerful rhetorical barrage from 
the chief Argentine -delegate, Carlos 
Ortiz de Rozas. Once he ac- 
cused Britain of deliberately snarl- 
ing up the negotiations. The attack 
was expected, but proved to be. far 
stronger than usual 

The Argentine Foreign Ministry 
is under considerable pressure to 
“do something” to get the islands, 
known to Argentines as “Las Mal- 
vinas,"" back, The last few years 
have been humiliating for Argentina 
in general and the Peronist Gov- 
ernement in particular, and the Pe- 
ronists would dearly love to have 
one undeniable triumph to their 
credit when the country goes to the 
polis in late 1976. 

In Argentina itself, some com- 
.mentators have not flinched from 
the prospect of war. They have been 
greatly encouraged by reports early 
this month that Britain was plan- 
ning to withdraw its tiny Royal 
Marine garrison from the islands. 

The Falklands seem, at first sight, 
to be an unlikely casus bei. They 
| are bleak, rocky, - windswept and 
rainy, and barely capable. of sup- 
porting their present population of 
1,874, whose principal occupation is 
rearing sheep. 

But, insignificant as the Falklands 
may look to outsiders, they loom 
large in the Argentine, imagination. 
The desire to recuperate them, thus 
ending 142 years of “illegal British 
occupation,” is, quite simply, the 
central aspiration of Argentina's 
foreign policy, and takes priority 
over such mundane matters ag the 
need to stay on good terms with 
the EEC. 

This single-minded concentration 
on what would appear to be a mar- 
ginal concern has distorted Argen- 
tine relations with Britain for years, 
much as Washington's long obses- 
]sion with Vietnam distorted United 
States foreign policy. 

The Argentine position is straight- 
forward.

‘Rabin says future Israel-Arab 
deals only with Congress o.k.’

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rebin has told a U.S. Se- 
nator that Israel might in the fu- 
ture take the position that any 
agreement with its Arab neighbours 
“would be subject to approval by 
the (U.S.) Congress and that Is- 
rael would not finally agree until 
such approval had been obtained.” 
Sen. ‘Thomas τὰ McIntyre {D-N.B.), 
8. ranking member of the important 
Armed Services Committee, said in 
8 report just issued on his recent 
visit to Israel, Egypt, Iran and 
Greece, that Rabin had also ex- 
pected that the Ford Administra- 
tion has “spoken for the Congress” 
when it imformed Israel that it 
would request 2.3b. dollars in eco- 
nomic and military aid for it dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. “Israel 
had acted on this basis in accepting 
the agreement with Egypt.” Mc- 
Taye quotes Rabin as having told 


The Senator, who Is considered a 
strong friend of Israel's, said that 
Rabin had expressed serious con- 
cern about the possibility of Con- 
Bressional cuts in the Administra- 
tion’s aid request. 

The Rabin remarks immediately 
caused raised eyebrows here among 
various Congressional observers be- 
cause the former Ambassador in 
Washington should have known 
that under the U.S. governmental 
system and the separation of powers 
between the executive and the legis- 
lative branches, one body cannot 


speak for the other. It also ap- 
peared that Israel had accepted the

an allegation strongly denied by 
American officials. 

Rabin is also reported as saying 
that any substantial cuts in the aid 
bill for Israel would affect hopes for 
8 more relaxed period and weajren 
the chances for a final peace. 

MclIntyre’s report on his Middle 
East mission iundertaken late last 
month before the renewal of the 
Undof mandate on the Golan 
Helghts), said that American Em-

STATE COMPTROLLER REPORTS 


The northern settlers who 


GALILEE. — The reports of the 
State Comptroller on regional coun- 
eils generally make dull reading, 
with their pedantic, dry and antisep- 
te style. The redeeming factor, 
however, lies in the geographic and 
social information, invariably 
reliable, which is provided regar- 
ding outlying areas that rarely com- 
mand much space in city-blased 
newspapers, Examples of this kind 
of report are those released recently 
on the regional councils of Ma‘aleh 
Yosef and Merom Hagalil, both in 
the North and on the Lebanese fron- 
ler. 

What happens in such areas 
deserves attention not only on 
human grounds. The settlers there, 
living close to the enemy, “‘farmer- 
plate” our borders, and we owe to 
them as great a debt as to our army. 

Until last month Ma‘aleh Yoset 
‘was known as Ma‘aleh Hagalil. Its 
name was changed to commemorate 
Yosef Weitz, for decades head of the 
Jewish Agency's settlement depart- 
ment. Ma'aleh Yosef is moshav land, 
and includes no legs than 15 of them:

Yet the Comptroller himself found 
mitigating circumstances for such 
shortcomings. "‘The difficult 
economic condition of some of the 
settlements — which were In turn 
discussed by the Economic Com- 
mittee of the Knesset and the settle- 
ment authorities — was responsi- 
ble for these settlements’ failure to 
meet their financial obligations 
towards the regional council and 
other regional bodies established by 
the council.

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Israel’s new label

Igrael's export merchandise — es- 
pecially consumer goods — will soon 
carry a uniform ““Made in Israel” 
marking. It will be a solid blue 
square onto which the three words 
will be superimposed in a slight up- 
ward slant towards the right hand 
side. The lettering will be white in a 
modern lower-case sans serif 
typeface. 

Adoption of the symbol was not 
eazy, and was announced earlier this 
week following montha of wrangling 
between the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion and officials of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. 

aut idea of a standard identification 
Israeli-made articles on sale 
siren was suggested in a marketing 
survey ordered by the Ministry 
about two yeara ago from Goldfarb 
Consuitants Ltd., a Canadian firm 
Specializing in market research. 

The study found that Israel! 
enjoyed a ‘“‘very positive image" 
&mong American shoppers, and 
Suggested that sales could be in- 
creased tremendously if a standard 
mode of identifying the articles 
could be adopted. ‘'The name 
‘Israel’ should be displayed 
Prominently,"’ the study 
recommended. 

Following this recommendation, 


the Ministry of Commerce and In- . 


dustry announced an international 

contest, with a prize of 
$5,000, for the best “Made in Israel” 
logotype entry. More than 35 con- 
testants from séven countries vied 
for the prize, and Fujita Design of 
New York was finally selected as the 
winner. 

But no sooner had the Ministry 
begun sending out models of the new 
marking to exporters when the 
Manufacturers Association balked. 
In a letter to the foreign trade divi- 
sion, the association ‘‘re; ed” 
that none of its members had been on 
the judging panel choosing the win- 
ning entry. But even more impor- 
tent, the association feared that un- 
controlled use of the marking could 
result in damage to the image of 
Israeli exports. Such would be the 
case if substantial quantities of in- 
ferior merchandise prorinently 


Identified as ‘“Made in Israel" would 
reach overseas markets. 
In the Ministry’s view, es- 
tablishing a special quality contro} 
unit to qualify goods for the symbol 
would only mean another 
bureaucratic set-up since thousands 
of individual items would have to be 
checked regularly. Avraham 
Kiryatl, the Ministry's assistant 
director-general for foreign 
trade: told The Jerusalem Post the 
association's fears were unfounded, 
“Yo Canada, the standard 11-pointed 
Maple Leaf trademark has been 
used successfully for years despite 
the chance here and there of low- 
quality merchandise occasionally 
leaving the country,” he said. 

‘The dispute was finally settled ata 
meeting last week between 
representatives of the Manufac- 
turers Association and the Ministry. 
It was agreed that the ‘Made in 
1508 6}"" marking is intended not as 


” an endorsement of quality but mere- 


ly as an identification of the country 
of origin. It was further agreed that 
all exporters using the symbol would 
register with the Ministry. 

“ Approved" exporters (those who 
sold at least $200,000 overseas last 
year) are automatically eligible to 
use the marking. Other exporters 
may use it upon application to the 
Ministry, which will consider each 
request on its merits.

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‘The cost of defence 


THE SIZE of a nation’s defence expenditure is an important, 
and often hotly debated issue in many countries. It is even 
more acute in Israel for the obvious reason that we are pitted 
against hostile forces of superior numbers which can be 
held at bay only by technical and professional military super- 
jority. On the other band, the resources devoted to military 
preparedness weigh heavily on the nation’s economic per- 
formance and welfare. In the proposed budget for 1976, defence 
accounts for almost 40 per cent of the total, including over 
one-fifth of the local spending. This huge sum itself means 8 
7 per cent reduction in real terms compared with this year. 
The Ministry of Defence, for its part, argues that it needs a 


20 per cent increase. 


The additional IL3 billion which the ministry would like can 
hardly be provided within the budgetary framework es fixed 
to date. Neither is the government willing to embark upon 
yet greater deficit spending. While a committee headed by the 
Prime Minister is to try to solve the problem, the conflict 
between the ministry and the Treasury is heating up. 3 

The debate has highlighted several ancillary issues which 
do not ordinarily receive the public attention they deserve. 
There is, for example, the question of cooperation between the 
Defence Ministry and the Treasury. Officially we are told that 
it is now closer than ever before, that the Finance Ministry's 
experts participate in drafting the defence estimates, and are 
not barred from any pertinent data. Apart from the odd 
light this throws on the practice in the past the question 
arises, if cooperation is close, why are the differences between 
the two ministries in basic approach to defence and economic 


matters still so wide? 


There is also the question of long-term planning of defence 
orders both here and abroad, which was said to have been 
introduced many years ago. Such planning should have pre- 
vented the agitated handling of defence budgets we are appa~ 
rently observing this year. It would seem self-evident that, say, 
additional army units also require appropriate additional 
material resources, or that expensive military hardware re- 
quires commensurate allocations for storage facilities. Yet it 
seems that such outlays were overlooked in previous planning. 

Nor is it clear to what extent local defence spending is 
examined in terms of our economy's productive potential. We 
are about to increase our military purchases abroad, but we 
could produce many equipment items — including very sophis- 
ticated ones — at a lesser cost and in local currency at home. 
As a matter of fact, the bulk of the additional budget request- 
ed by the Defence Ministry would go to orders placed with 
local industry. To be sure, most of our procurements abroad 
are financed by U.S. grants and long-term loans, which are 
available only for orders in the U.S. and not at home. Still, 
the wisdom of increasing our dependence on American aid 
while curtailing local output is far from obvious. 

Finally, there is the question of proper husbanding of de- 
fence funds. This was not up to the mark in the past, though 
it seems to have been improved lately by the introduction of 
better control systems. Nevertheless, the current debate about 
the defence budget leaves room to ask whether still more 
could not be done. The imprint of Aluf Israel Tal and Prof. 
Sussman, who have already introduced many changes at the 
ministry and streamlined its operations, is quite clear. But they 


still have a large job to do.

“They ate a meat dinner and mixed their drinks in 


front of their colour TV sets and watched the 
killings in Vietnam and the suffering in 
Bangladesh without feeling any horror or any 


compulsion to do anything." 


THIS DESENSITIZING of good people over a 
decade of hectic years -—— with too many sorrows, 
injustices and atrocities — has been one of the 
reasons why so many Christians have remained 
silent in the face of the slaughter of their own in 
Lebanon, PLO terrorism and the hypocrisy inthe - 
UN. ‘And the Church,” notes Father Boyd, ‘has 


had nothing prophetic to say. 


“Christianity,"’ he continues, ‘‘is practised by a 
very small number of people. A large number 
observe ‘Churchianity,’ only: going through the 
motions. Many people blaspheme. By not letting 
God touch their lives, they keep God at a distance. 
Some see the Gospel as personal — between ‘me 
and God,' with a white Jesus standing in the 
stained-glass window in the church. Others see 
only social gospel and don't pray or feel an 
spiritual. Only a few are sensitive to both,” says 
Father Boyd, who has been trying to hone a new 
edge of sensitivity on Christians with his lectures, 


books and example. 
“I think we're at a turning 


history. Either organized religion must assert 
itself in the lives of people," says Father Boyd, 
who went to Sunday School, turned atheist during 
his college years, went into the film industry and 
then enrolled in a seminary, ‘or God may find 
new vessels and new forms as a repository for his 


teachings." 


IN AN EFFORT to reform Christian con- 
sciousness, Father Boyd “‘long ago’’ remaved 
anti-Jewish references in his worship services, He 
ig an active speaker on behalf of Israe) (he has 
just won the American Zionist Federation's Herz) 
Award), and for that earned retribution from, 
several Christian friends who have stepped 
writing and calling him. Shocked by the danger to 
the Jews posed by assimilation, he refuses (unlike 
some Reform rabbis and many Christian clergy) 
to perform mixed marriages. ‘‘Assimilation is 
much more of a real danger than terroriam, and I 
don't want to have any part in 11."

All of us exist here only thanks to 
the fact that, although each wave of 
newcomers was helped to some 
degree by those whom they found 
already here, and also by world 
Jewry, the new immigrants essen- 
tally helped themselves. True. each 
generation found different con- 
ditions, and certainly 1975 isn't 1985. 
This means that while ‘‘the 
authorities" do have obligations un- 
known before, their existence does 
not absolve the new immigrants 
from trying their best to create their 
own working places with zest and 
imagination, 

How to do this in practice? The 
only contribution I can offer is a 
brief account of how the new and not- 
so-new immigrants in our group are 
trying to tackle things. This group is 


concerned with research and 
development in the field of adhesive 
bonding and allied interface interac- 
tions between polymers, metals, and 
other materials, em the 
applicative aspects. The status of the 
newcomers is, as deseribed by Prof. 
Khait; at present, they depend on the 
two-year absorption support, 
however, they don't expect idly that 
“somebody*’ will do something" at 
the end of the crucial two-year 
period, but are making active efforts 
to create links with local industry, 
government agencies, and also 
foreign institutions interested in our 
work (and so do the oldtimers). 
Their expert knowledge, the in- 
gredient rightly stressed by Prof. 
Khait, appears to be highly 
operative in these efforts, and we are 
confidently looking forward to 
becoming self-supporting by fall 
1977, through sponsored, though 
otherwise independent, research, 
and, hopefully, even to creating ad- 
ditional working places for more im- 
migrant scientists. This model of 
positive effort towards ‘‘auto- 
absorption" is given in the hope that 
it may encourage similar activities.

CONDITION OF KIBBUTZ MUSEUM 


To the Editar of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — During my recent visit to 
Israel, I had the pleasure of visiting 
the Museum of Art at Kibbutz Hin 
Harod. I was overwhelmed by the 
scope of the museum's collection, ex- 
pecially in the area of the Im- 
pressionist and Realist schools, 
Who would have expected paintings 
of exceptional quality by such inter- 
mationally renowned artists as Max 
Liebermann, Josef and Isaac Israels, 
Isaac Levitan, Max Weber, Raphael 
and Moses Soyer or Adolph Gottlieb in 
such. an obscure collection? The 
Jewish Folk Art collection is almost 
on a par with the Israel Museum's 
sollection in Jerusalem. However, 
what I found most distressing in the 
Museunt were the physical cond- 
itions of the bullding and the rather 
haphazard protection of the works of 
art, especially the paintings. 
In particular, the exhibition rooms 
are very poorly ventilated, without 
any air-conditioning system to 
regulate temperature or moisture. 
The result is that many canvases 
have paint flaking off due to the 
dryness of the rooms. In addition, 
many ornate frames are in horren- 
doug condition with large chunks of 
gesso and gilding missing. One can 


hardly be expected to fully ap- 
preciate ἃ painting if its frame is in 
such a poor condition. At the 
floor-level of the individual exhibi- 
tion rooms are grated vents, install- 
ed I surmise to give some ventilation 
to the various rooms. Unfortunately, 
weeds are growing through the 
vents, directly into the rooms. Thus 
the function of these vents is com- 
pletely obliterated. ᾿ 
Can't the Ministry οὗ Education 
and Culture, which supports the 
Museum of Art at Kibbutz Ein Harod 
do something to improve these 
rather deplorable conditions? I 
realize a proper air-conditioning 
system is costly. However, if future 
generations of Israelis, as well as 
visitors to Israel, are to enjoy this 
magnificent museum collection, im- 
provements should be made now. 
Otherwise these works of art 
{especially the paintings) will simp- 
ly crumble into oblivion.

Though born in Manhattan in 1923, he doesn't 
recall being conscious of Jews as different people 
during his boyhood. In Hollywood, however, work-
